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In its first 29 years, the Nebraska soccer program, under the direction of Coach John Walker, has competed among the nation’s elite in collegiate soccer 
on an annual basis. Walker took the reins of the Husker program during its inaugural season in 1994, and has developed teams to compete for conference 
championships and the NCAA Tournament. 


Nebraska has earned 348 wins and made 12 NCAA Tournament appearances, including eight trips to the NCAA Sweet 16 and a pair of Elite Eight berths. 
In that time, the Huskers also won a conference-best five Big 12 Tournament titles and had 70 student-athletes earn first-team All-Big 12 honors. The 
Huskers transitioned to the Big Ten Conference in 2011, adding 32 all-conference honors and claiming both the Big Ten regular-season and tournament 
titles in 2013. Nebraska’s athletes consistently go on to find success at the next level of soccer as professional and national team players, including Haley 
Hanson, who has spent time playing for the U.S. Women’s National Team after being drafted seventh overall in the 2018 NWSL Draft by the Houston Dash. 


One of the reasons Nebraska has been able to develop a successful program is the level of dedication shown by the University. From its humble beginnings 
off campus at the Abbott Sports Complex, the soccer program now enjoys state-of-the-art facilities, including administrative offices, locker rooms and 
indoor training areas, located in the heart of campus. In 2023, the Huskers will play their ninth season at Barbara Hibner Stadium, which was part of a $20.4 
million project in conjunction with the Nebraska Soccer and Tennis Complex. The new soccer facilities include one outdoor, lighted, full-sized competition 
field with seating for approximately 2,500 spectators. With a wealth of support and a history of success, Nebraska soccer expects to contend for more 
championships in the years to come.

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SOCCER FACILITIES 


The home of the Huskers, Barbara Hibner Stadium and Hibner Field, and its surrounding facilities provide NU players with every tool needed to be 
successful. The facility, which opened in 2015, is located just north of Nebraska’s Innovation Campus and the Bob Devaney Sports Center. 


Part of the $20.4 million Nebraska Soccer and Tennis Complex and approved by the University of Nebraska Board of Regents in 2013, the facility 
features a championship field, stadium lights, stadium seating, a fun zone for kids and dazzling views of downtown Lincoln. Hibner Stadium seats up 
to 2,500 and has direct access to restrooms, concessions and other fan amenities. 


When it’s not gameday, the Huskers can be found in the Hawks*G atpionship Genter, Which houses offices, locker rooms, meeting rooms and indoor 
practice facilities for the Nebraska soccer program.

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ATHLETIC MEDICINE 

Nebraska features one of the most well- 
trained and highly skilled athletic medicine 
staffs in the country. Under the guidance 

of Director of Athletic Medicine Dr. Lonnie 
Albers, Head Athletic Trainer and Physical 
Therapist Jerry Weber (pictured, bottom) and 
Football Head Athletic Trainer Mark Mayer, 
the Nebraska athletic medicine staff consists 
of five physicians, 14 full-time athletic trainers 
and eight graduate assistant athletic trainers. 


Nebraska’s medical facilities have long been 
among the nation’s best, and Husker Athletic 
Medicine will have a new home in 2023 

with the completion of the Go B1G Project. 
Currently, NU’s athletic medicine center is 
housed in the Tom and Nancy Osborne Athletic 
Complex. In addition to Ne-braska’s North 
Stadium facility, Hawks Field, Bowlin Stadium, 
Pinnacle Bank Arena, the Bob Devaney Sports 
Center and the Nebraska Soccer and Tennis 
Complex all feature athletic medicine areas. 


Nebraska uses advanced equipment, including 
two anti-gravity treadmills (pictured, top) 

to help ath-letes recondition after injuries. 
Nebraska’s Athletic Medicine Center also 
features a hydrotherapy area that includes 

a three-level laned pool, as well as hot and 
cold plunge tanks (pictured, middle). The 
Hydroworx 1000 Treadmill Pool is equipped 
with two cameras underwater for evaluation 
and assessment. 


SPORTS PSYCHOLOGY 

Continuing its commitment to complete care 
for all student-athletes, Nebraska has a staff 
of five in-house mental health providers 
specializing in performance psychology who 
work directly with student-athletes, teams 
and coaches. Under the leadership of Director 
of Sports Psychology Dr. Brett Haskell, the 
Huskers' sports psychology staff provides 
counseling, psychological services, mental 
skills training, teambuilding and leadership 
development services for each of Nebraska's 
24 sports and more than 600 Husker student- 
athletes. The staff works directly with student- 
athletes to help them develop skills to enhance 
personal well-being, address mental health 
and train psychological skills to optimize 
performance. 
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STUDENT-ATHLETE EXPERIENCE 
Nebraska is a leader in providing all the 
resources and support necessary for student- 
athletes to become successful in Academics, 
Athletics and Life. Nebraska will continue to 
strategically plan for avenues to strengthen the 
resources to support more than 600 Husker 
student-athletes across 24 sports. 


UNMATCHED SUPPORT 

Nebraska has a history of providing unmatched 
benefits and support to student-athletes. A few

All scholarship student-athletes have their 
scholarship calculated based on the full 
cost of attendance. 


Each student-athlete is offered a free 
Apple MacBook Air laptop computer to 
enhance their learning opportunities. 


Nebraska has increased resources and 
support in all academic and performance 
related areas including but not limited to 
Academic Services, Life Skills, Athletic 
Medicine, Athletic Training, Strength 
and Conditioning, Nebraska Athletic 
Performance Laboratory, Nutrition and 
Sports Analytics. 


The N-Vest Nebraska program began in 
2022. N-Vest Nebraska rewards Husker 
scholarship student-athletes for academic 
performance, success toward graduation 
and retention. NU _— student-athletes 
who meet the established academic 
benchmarks will receive $5,980 per year 
for their academic achievement. 


As part of Nebraska's innovative Post- 
Eligibility Opportunity (PEO) program, 
every student-athlete graduate who has 
exhausted their athletic eligibility has the 
opportunity to pursue (with Nebraska 
support) an internship, participate in a 
study abroad program, attend graduate 
school or receive funding for entrepeneur 
endeavors.

In 2021, Nebraska Athletics introduced

Coach John Walker came to Lincoln in April 1994 and 29 seasons later, 
he has built a tradition-rich program at Nebraska that includes 12 NCAA 
Tournament appearances. Under Walker, the Huskers have made eight 
NCAA Sweet 16 appearances, including two trips to the Elite Eight. 

As amember of the Big 12 Conference, Walker and the Huskers captured 
three regular-season conference crowns (1996, 1999, 2000) and five Big 12 
Tournament titles (1996, 1998, 1999, 2000, 2002) in 15 seasons. Nebraska 
transitioned to the Big Ten in 2011 and two years later, won both the regular- 
season and conference tournament championships. 

Walker has guided the Huskers to a 348-189-58 record in 29 years as the 
only head coach in program history. He surpassed the 300-win milestone 
in 2016 when NU knocked off then-No. 16 BYU on the road, ending the 
nation’s longest home winning streak. Walker’s 200th career win came in 
the 2005 NCAA Tournament against Creighton. Walker is the only head 
coach to produce more than 100 wins in fewer than eight seasons. 

With a proven system, an innovative coaching philosophy, a well- 
respected program and an ability to recruit some of the nation’s most 
talented players, Walker has the Huskers focused on contending for 
conference and national championships on an annual basis. The Huskers 
have implemented a year-round approach to training and conditioning that 
includes a strong schedule every fall and spring. 

Additionally, Nebraska has traveled abroad for international competition, 
including trips to Europe in 2006, 2011 and 2019. During the summer of 2019, 
the Huskers spent nearly two weeks in Scotland and won each of their five 
games, while also exploring the country. In 2015, the Huskers ventured to 
Canada to play in international exhibitions, while supporting three former 
Huskers in the FIFA Women’s World Cup. 


Building from the Beginning 

In 1994, Nebraska became the first Big Eight school to add women’s 
soccer as a varsity sport, and Walker was optimistic about the future of 
soccer in the Cornhusker state because of the University’s commitment to 
building a winning program. 

Although Nebraska was ahead of other Big Eight schools, Walker started 
the 1994 season behind the rest of the nation in recruiting because of his 
late hiring. However, in his first season as the Huskers’ mentor, Walker 
managed to put together a collection of scholarship players and walk-ons 
who recorded a surprising 14-4-0 mark and earned credibility around the 
nation with a successful inaugural campaign. 

Walker and his staff followed their initial on-field success by compiling 
an excellent incoming class that included transfers Kari Uppinghouse, who 
became Nebraska’s first first-team All-American in 1996, and third-team 
All-America goalkeeper Rebecca Hornbacher. 

Walker's goal when he started at NU was to have the Huskers in their 
first NCAA Tournament by the 1998 season. Walker not only achieved that 
goal, he shattered his own timeline as NU reached the postseason in 1996 
and placed itself among the nation’s best by winning two tournament games 
and advancing to the Elite Eight. 

Along the way, Walker established himself as one of the finest coaches 
in America, earning United Soccer Coaches National Coach-of-the-Year, 
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Central Region Coach-of-the-Year and Big 12 Conference Coach-of-the- 
Year recognition in 1996. 

Walker led the Huskers to a perfect regular season with a 19-0 record and 
the first regular-season Big 12 title. Nebraska extended its winning streak 
to 21 games with two more wins at the Big 12 Tournament. The Huskers 
entered the NCAA Tournament with the nation’s longest winning streak as 
the only unbeaten and untied team in the country. 

In the opening round, Nebraska topped Minnesota by a 3-2 margin in 
overtime to set up arematch with Duke. The Huskers had come from behind 
to defeat the then-No. 6 Blue Devils, 3-1, in Durham, N.C., on Sept. 8, for 
Nebraska’s first-ever win over a ranked opponent. Although Duke came 
to Lincoln with a rich soccer tradition and plenty of NCAA Tournament 
experience, the Huskers dominated the Blue Devils from start to finish ina 
3-0 win. 

With the victory, the Huskers earned a trip to Oregon for the Elite Eight 
to challenge perennial power Portland. Although the Huskers battled 
until the end, they fell to the Pilots, 1-0. The Huskers finished the 1996 
season with a 23-1-0 record and a final No. 6 national ranking. In addition 
to Uppinghouse and Hornbacher, NU’s Lindsay Eddleman also garnered 
All-America recognition in 1996. 


After Breaking Through 

Nebraska earned seven consecutive top-15 national finishes from 1996 to 
2002, and qualified for 10 straight NCAA Tournaments from 1996 to 2005. 

In 1997, NU made the NCAA Sweet 16 and finished the season ranked 
No. 7 nationally with an 18-4-0 record. Sharolta Nonen earned her first of 
three All-America awards in 1997. 

The following season, Nebraska overcame the loss of five senior starters, 
including All-Americans Uppinghouse and Hornbacher, to finish with a 17-4- 
1 record and claim a second Big 12 Tournamenttitle. The Huskers advanced 
to the NCAA Sweet 16 and finished with a No. 10 national ranking. Kim 
Engesser was named Big 12 Player of the Year and earned All-America 
recognition, along with Nonen and Isabelle Morneau. 

In 1999, Nebraska enjoyed its best season in the program’s 25-year 
history, running to a 22-1-2 final record, a Big 12 regular-season title and a 
Big 12 Tournament crown. The Huskers missed their first trip to the NCAA 
Women’s College Cup Semifinals by the narrowest of margins, as Notre 
Dame advanced on sudden death penalty kicks, 4-3, after one of the greatest 
matches in NCAA Tournament history. NU earned the No. 5 ranking in the 
final poll of the 1999 campaign. 

Walker was named Big 12 Coach of the Year and Nonen was tabbed Big 
12 Player of the Year, as NU posted a perfect 10-0-0 mark in conference 
play. Nonen and Morneau repeated as All-Americans in 1999. 

Nebraska swept the Big 12 regular-season and tournament titles again in 
2000 before making the Sweet 16. NU finished in the top 10 nationally for 
the fifth consecutive season with the No. 9 spot in the final rankings after 
going 22-2-0. Christine Latham was named conference player of the year 
and claimed All-America honors, along with Meghan Anderson and Jenny 
Benson. 

In 2001, Latham became the first league player to be named Big 12 
Player of the Year in back-to-back seasons when she led the Huskers back 
to the Sweet 16. NU finished the season ranked 12th nationally, as Latham 
claimed All-America status for the second consecutive season. 

Nebraska won its fifth Big 12 Tournament title in 2002 before making its 
seventh consecutive Sweet 16. Latham became the second Husker to earn 
All-America honors on three occasions. NU finished the 2002 campaign 
with the No. 13 ranking. 

Nebraska added NCAA Tournament appearances in 2003, 2004 and 
2005, finishing in the top 25 nationally during each of those seasons. NU 
reached the Sweet 16 in 2004, while making the second round in 2003 and 
2005. Two-time All-American Brittany Timko became the first three-time 
Big 12 Player of the Year (2004, 2005, 2006). 

As amember of the Big 12 Conference, Nebraska posted a league-best 
98-43-8 regular-season mark (.685 winning percentage) in 15 seasons. 
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Fostering a Strong Fan Base 

As the Huskers started having success, fans took notice. Nebraska’s 
perfect regular season in 1996 established a devoted following of Husker 
faithful as NU produced the sixth-highest average attendance in the nation. 

In 1999, NU seta single-season school record and ranked among the top 
five in the nation with 1,529 fans per home game. In 2002, NU rewrote the 
single-game attendance record, when 4,830 fans attended the Nebraska 
vs. North Carolina contest to open the season. 

Nebraska spent 10 years playing at the Abbott Sports Complex (1995- 
2004) before moving on campus to the Nebraska Soccer Field in 2005. NU 
played at the Nebraska Soccer Field for 10 seasons before the opening of 
Barbara Hibner Stadium in 2015. 

NU’s tradition of strong fan support continued at Hibner Stadium, as 
the Huskers averaged more than 900 fans per home game for the fifth 
consecutive year in 2019. Nebraska has ranked in the top 30 nationally 
and in the top two of the Big Ten in average attendance during each of its 
five years at Hibner Stadium. 


Transition to the Big Ten 

In 2013, Nebraska claimed both the Big Ten regular-season crown and 
tournament title to snap Penn State’s 15-year reign atop the conference 
and put NU soccer back on the national radar. The Huskers posted their 
highest win total since 2000, going 19-4-1 overall and achieved the No. 13 
ranking in the final poll along with the No. 4 spot in the final RPI. 

The Huskers advanced to the second round of the NCAA Tournament 
after freshman Jaycie Johnson scored four goals in NU’s first-round win over 
Southeastern Louisiana. She became the fifth player in NCAA Tournament 
history to score four goals ina game and tied the single-game school record. 

Nebraska went 10-1-0 in conference play, including a 5-0 record on the 
road during Big Ten play in 2013. Walker took home Big Ten and Regional 
Coach-of-the-Year honors, while All-American Ari Romero was named Big 
Ten Defender of the Year and Jordan Jackson was named Midfielder of the 
Year by the conference. 

In 2016, Nebraska made its 12th NCAA Tournament appearance and 
advanced to the second round before falling to then-No. 18 UCLA. Johnson 
received All-America recognition after scoring nearly half of Nebraska's 
goals during the season. 


Athletes Continue to Haul in Awards 

In 29 years, 13 Huskers have earned a total of 19 All-America certificates 
from the United Soccer Coaches (formerly the NSCAA) and five Huskers 
have captured freshman All-America accolades under Walker. In addition, 
60 players have earned All-Region honors under Walker’s tutelage, including 
34 first-team honorees. 

As amember of the Big 12 Conference, the Huskers collected 70 regular- 
season all-conference selections and 33 All-Big 12 Tournament awards in 
15 seasons. Nebraska had eight players earn Big 12 Player-of-the-Year 
honors in an 11-year span from 1996 to 2006, including two-time honoree 
Christine Latham (2000, 2001) and three-time winner Brittany Timko (2004, 
2005, 2006). 

Morgan Marlborough also achieved Big 12 Offensive Player-of-the- 
Year honors on two occasions, taking home the award in 2009 and 2010. 
She became just the third freshman to win a player-of-the-year award in 
conference history in 2009. Marlborough added All-America honors in 2010. 

The success carried over when the Huskers joined the Big Ten in 2011. 
NU has produced 30 All-Big Ten selections, including six first-team awards 
in ten years as a member of the conference. 

In addition to awards for on-field performance, the Huskers have been 
honored for their work in the classroom. Five soccer student-athletes have 
earned CoSIDA Academic All-America honors, including first-team selection 
Caroline Flynn in 2016. Two Huskers have garnered Scholar All-America 
accolades from the United Soccer Coaches, including first-teamer Breanna 
Boyd in 2002. 


Success Beyond Nebraska 

Walker has helped Husker players compete at the international level, as 11 
former Huskers have competed in 17 FIFA Women’s World Cup competitions 
since the event’s inception in 1991. Karina LeBlanc (Canada) made five 
straight World Cup appearances before announcing her retirement in 2015. 
She was one of three former Huskers to play in the 2015 World Cup, along 
with Selenia lacchelli (Canada) and Ari Romero (Mexico). 

LeBlanc is also one of three former Huskers to play in the Olympics, 
along with Brittany Timko (Canada) and Amy Walsh (Canada). Timko ranks 
tied for sixth on Canada’s all-time caps list (132). LeBlanc (110) and Walsh 
(102) are also ranked in the top 15. 

In April 2018, Haley Hanson was called up to the U.S. Women’s National 
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Team roster. She made her first appearance for the USWNT on April 8 in 
an international friendly against Mexico. 

Former NU athletes have seen success at the professional level as well. 
Seven Huskers were selected in the inaugural Women’s United Soccer 
Association (WUSA) Draft in December 2000. Nebraska’s total number of 
athletes selected was second behind North Carolina. Four of the first 24 
players chosen in the draft were former Huskers. 

Nebraska added two draftees in 2001 before Breanna Boyd earned the 
No. 8 overall pick in the 2002 WUSA Draft by the defending champion 
Carolina Courage. Christine Latham also became an instant starter for 
the San Diego Spirit when she was picked up as a discovery player for the 
WUSA team in 2002. 

Walker boasted five former athletes on 2003 WUSA rosters, three of whom 
were named to All-Star rosters, which ranked seventh among all NCAA 
Division | programs. The WUSA folded in 2003, but Women’s Professional 
Soccer (WPS) began in 2009. LeBlanc was drafted No. 5 overall by the Los 
Angeles Sol in 2009, as one of four Huskers to play in the league before it 
folded in 2012 and was replaced by the National Women’s Soccer League 
(NWSL). 

In 2014, Jordan Jackson and Ari Romero were drafted by the Houston 
Dash. In 2017, Jaycie Johnson was taken 27th overall by the North Carolina 
Courage and Caroline Flynn was drafted 40th overall by the Portland 
Thorns. Hanson was the No. 7 overall pick in the 2018 NWSL Draft when 
she was selected by the Houston Dash. Two Huskers were selected in the 
2020 draft, with Sinclaire Miramontez selected 27th overall by the North 
Carolina Courage and Meg Brandt selected 34th overall by Reign FC, and 
five 2020 graduates are currently playing professionally overseas. 

While Walker built the Huskers, he continued to expand his coaching 
experience as a staff coach for the Canadian National Team from 1995 
to 2008, working with the Senior National Team, U-20, U-17 and U-16 
National Teams during that time. During the summer of 1999, Walker was 
an assistant coach for Canada’s Women’s World Cup team. He also served 
as an assistant coach for the 2008 U-20 Women’s World Cup in Chile. 


John’s Journey 

Walker came to Nebraska from Queen’s University in Kingston, Ontario, 
following achievements at the collegiate, national and international levels. 

Walker was named national staff coach for the Canadian Soccer 
Association in 1992, and the following year he was appointed an assistant 
coach for the Canadian World University Games team. Walker holds a 
Canadian “A” coaching license (highest level), a Level V certification and 
a USSF “A” license. Walker was a national coaching instructor for the 
Canadian Soccer Association and served as director of high performance 
for Ontario, where he supervised coaches and players at Ontario’s National 
and Provincial Training Center. 

Walker was a standout sweeper for Queen’s University from 1982 to 
1985 and received bachelor’s degrees in physical education and physical 
therapy from Queen's in 1987. He earned a master’s degree in coaching 
science from Miami of Ohio in 1988. He also is a graduate of the Canadian 
National Coaching Institute. 

The Kingston, Ontario, native is married to Mary Holmes and the couple 
has one daughter, Ally, and four sons, Declan, Cameron, Keegan and Liam.

Jamie Vaughn came to Nebraska in July of 2012 as the Associate AD for 
Compliance after holding the same position at Kansas State for the three 
previous years. Vaughn was promoted to Executive AD - Compliance at 
Nebraska in March of 2018. 

Vaughn leads a compliance staff of seven members that is charged with 
ensuring that the conduct and operations of Nebraska's 24 athletic teams 
are in compliance with NCAA and Big Ten Conference rules and regulations. 
He is also responsible for administrative oversight of the track and field, 
cross country and soccer programs. 

Vaughn assumed the role of Associate Athletic Director for Compliance 
at Kansas State in 2009. In his time at K-State, Vaughn evaluated and re- 
organized the Compliance Office structure and daily operations. He also 
assisted with the developmentofthe Athletic Department's five-year strategic 
plan and served as the campus contact to the NCAA for the University’s 
Third Cycle Certification process. 

Before his time in Manhattan, Vaughn was the Assistant Athletic Director 
for Compliance at Texas Tech from 2007 to 2009, where he successfully 
led the daily operations of the Red Raiders’ Compliance Office. 

Vaughn also has experience in the Big Ten Conference, having worked 
as anassistant compliance director at Ohio State from 2004 to 2007. During 
his time in Columbus, Vaughn was directly responsible for the re-registration 
of professional sports agents, financial planners and disability insurance 
providers, and he initiated the integration of the compliance office with the 
Student-Athlete Advisory Board. Vaughn also worked on the compliance 
staff at New Mexico State from 2002 to 2004. 

Vaughn worked in various roles at his alma mater, Wayne State (Neb.) 
College from 1997 to 2002. He provided rules education for student- 
athletes, athletic staff and academic counselors at Wayne State as the 
NCAA Compliance coordinator in 2001 and 2002. He also served as an 
admissions specialist, assistant sports and recreation facilities manager 
and graduate assistant women’s basketball coach at the school.

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A veteran administrator and 
College Football Hall of Famer, 
Trev Alberts is in his third year 
as Vice Chancellor, Director of 
Athletics at the University of 
Nebraska in 2023-24. Alberts 
returned to his alma mater after 
spending 12 years at Nebraska- 
Omaha, guiding the program 
through a successful transition to 
the Division | level. 

In his first season at Nebraska 
in 2021-22, Alberts helped the 
Huskers navigate the ever- 
changing landscape of Name, 
Image and Likeness guidelines for 
the benefit of Nebraska student- 
athletes. He led the development 
of the N-Vest Nebraska program 
to award $5,980 per year to 
student-athletes who meet 
academic benchmarks. Alberts 
also spearheaded the charge to 
complete the fundraising for Nebraska’s Go Big Project, which will provide 
Nebraska football with a new facility scheduled to open this fall. The project 
will also house academic, life skills, nutrition and support services for all 
Nebraska student-athletes. 

A tireless worker who puts both the interests of student-athletes and fans 
first, Alberts helped orchestrate a qualitative survey of Nebraska’s fan base to 
help shape the future of Memorial Stadium’s game-day atmosphere. Alberts 
has also focused much of his time on developing the first strategic plan for 
Nebraska Athletics in 15 years. He has also committed himself to providing 
intense support and a unifying vision for Nebraska’s coaches across all sports. 

He continued to make a mark on Nebraska Athletics in his second year. 
Alberts conducted a thorough, nationwide search for a new leader for the 
Husker football program in the fall of 2022 that resulted in the hiring of Matt 
Rhule as Nebraska’s new head coach. Rhule has a proven track record as a 
program builder at the college level, winning conference championships at 
both Temple and Baylor. Since his hiring, Rhule has energized the Nebraska fan 
base and attracted a top-25 recruiting class to the Husker program. 

Alberts also spearheaded a new 15-year multimedia rights agreement 
between Nebraska Athletics and Playfly Sports, an emerging leader in sports 
marketing, media and technology. The partnership is one of the nation’s most 
comprehensive multimedia rights agreements and has a total value of $301 
million for Nebraska over the life of the contract. 

Nebraska’s athletic achievements in 2022-23 included NCAA top-10 
finishes by wrestling, rifle, bowling, women’s outdoor track and field, men’s 
gymnastics and men’s indoor track and field. In all, 10 Husker teams posted 
top-20 national finishes, while the men’s track team captured the Big Ten 
outdoor title under first-year coach Justin St. Clair. 

Academically, Nebraska student-athletes continued to shine with a school- 
record 95 percent graduation rate across all sports for the second straight 
year. All of Nebraska’s programs had at least an 88 percent GSR score in the 
most recent report. 

Alberts’ impact on college athletics stretches beyond the Nebraska campus. 
A respected leader at the Big Ten and national level, Alberts serves on both 
the NCAA’s Division | Football Oversight Committee and the NCAA Division | 
Competition Committee. 

Alberts’ tenure leading UNO athletics was marked by successes in 
competition and in academics; by transitioning the university’s athletic 
programs to NCAA Division | in 2011; and by establishing new homes for many 
UNO athletics teams, including Baxter Arena, the Maverick Park baseball/ 
softball complex and the soccer pitch at Caniglia Field. 

Alberts took the bold step in announcing that Omaha would reclassify 
from Division II to Division | in all sports in 2011 and simultaneously securing

then-Division II programs. His vision for UNO’s reclassifying teams was 
demonstrated even before the four-year transition period had ended. The 
Omaha baseball team won back-to-back Summit League regular-season 
championships in 2013 and 2014, while the men’s basketball team made 
its first Division | postseason appearance in 2014 with a berth in the 
Collegelnsider.com Postseason Tournament. 

During UNO’s time in the Division | ranks under Alberts tenure, the 
Mavericks had six teams and four student-athletes qualify for the NCAA 
Tournament, including hockey advancing to the Frozen Four in 2015 and men’s 
soccer reaching the second round of the NCAA Tournament in the spring of 
2021. He also expanded opportunities, adding men’s golf and men’s soccer in 
2011, and Omaha began a men’s swimming and diving program in 2021-22. 

Throughout his tenure in Omaha, Alberts was focused on enhancing the 
student-athlete experience, including the construction and staffing of the 
Hamilton Academic Excellence Room and the development of the Ethel 
S. Abbott Student-Athlete Development Wing. Those efforts paid off in 
Nebraska-Omaha student-athletes posting consistent collective semester 
grade point averages above 3.3 for 18 consecutive semesters, including at 
least a 3.5 in each of his final three semesters. 

The facilities around Omaha Athletics received a major uplift during his 
tenure. Maverick Park opened in March of 2021 to rave reviews as the home 
to the Mavericks’ baseball and softball programs. Funding for the complex, 
which includes a 1,500-seat baseball facility and a 650-seat softball facility, 
were raised privately and provided both programs a permanent on-campus 
home for the first time. 

Another crowning achievement was the opening of Baxter Arena in 2015. 
Alberts directed efforts to secure community support and funding to build the 
on-campus arena, which allowed the nationally prominent hockey program 
to play on campus and also serve as the home of the men’s and women’s 
basketball and volleyball programs. Caniglia Field underwent renovations in 
2012, making it one of the finest collegiate soccer facilities in the country, 
highlighted by a FIFA 2-star rated playing surface and one of the largest LED 
videoboards in a soccer-only college facility. 

Alberts’ work on behalf of hockey, UNO’s established Division | sport, also 
paid dividends. He successfully guided the Mavericks into the new National 
Collegiate Hockey Conference in 2013-14. The following year, Omaha reached 
the 2015 NCAA Frozen Four. 

In addition, Alberts and his team led Omaha Athletics into a partnership 
with Learfield, a national leader in the marketing of collegiate athletics, and 
developed Omaha Sports Properties. As the exclusive corporate sponsorship 
sales unit for UNO Athletics, Omaha Sports Properties further enhanced 
revenue and increased brand prominence locally, regionally and nationally. 

As part of UNO’s reclassification to Division |, Alberts oversaw the 
rebranding of UNO athletics with new primary and secondary logos and 
a greater focus on strengthening the Maverick brand both regionally and 
nationally. 

As a student-athlete, Alberts was an All-American on and off the football 
field as a Husker Blackshirt. He was Nebraska’s first Butkus Award winner 
in 1993, helping Coach Tom Osborne’s Huskers to an undefeated regular 
season and an Orange Bowl appearance against Florida State. A first-team All- 
American by every major publication in 1993, he was also the Football News 
National Defensive Player of the Year, the Big Eight Male Athlete of the Year, 
and the Big Eight Defensive Player of the Year. His No. 34 jersey was retired 
at the 1994 Red-White Spring Game. In 2015, he was elected to the College 
Football Hall of Fame. 

Off the field, Alberts earned the NCAA’s highest honor, The Today’s Top 
Six Award. A three-time Academic All-Big Eight honoree, he was a CoSIDA 
Academic All-American in 1993. He graduated from Nebraska before his 
senior season. 

Alberts was the fifth pick in the 1994 NFL Draft by the Indianapolis Colts 
and played for the Colts until 1996. Following his NFL career, he served as 
an analyst on college and professional football games for major national 
networks, including ESPN, CNN/SI and CBS Sports Network. 

Alberts and his wife Angela have three children — Chase (and his wife, 
Cassie), Ashtynne and Breanna. Trev and Angela have one grandson, Walker

Dr. Rodney D. Bennett is the 
21st chancellor of the University 
of Nebraska-Lincoln, Nebraska’s 
flagship, Land-Grant and Big 
Ten institution. He is a 30-year 
veteran of higher education with a 
track record of growing research, 
increasing student success and 
building impactful partnerships. 

Chancellor Bennett came 
to Nebraska after nine years 
of successful leadership at the 
University of Southern Mississippi. 
During his tenure as president, USM 
was reclassified from a Carnegie R2 
to an R1 university, signaling growth 
in research prestige and funding. Dr. 
Bennett also invested in programs 
to support student recruitment, 
retention and outcomes, including 
for the 30 percent of USM students 
who were first-generation. His 
efforts led to an improvement in the 
university’s six-year graduation rate. 

While at USM, Dr. Bennett 
established new faculty positions 
in high-growth areas and 
increased the average salary 
for full-time faculty; oversaw $300 million in facilities work; and launched the 
largest fundraising campaign in the University of Southern Mississippi's history. 

He was a strong champion of the Division | athletics program, investing in new 
facilities and programs to support student-athletes, including a dedicated mental 
health counselor to serve student-athletes. Throughout his time as president, he 
brought a conservative approach to budget management, meeting or exceeding 
the budgetary goals set by the Mississippi Institutions of Higher Learning Board of 
Trustees. 

Prior to his role at the University of Southern Mississippi, Dr. Bennett served at 
the University of Georgia for more than a decade. He was the senior administrator 
for student programs and services for Georgia’s 34,000-plus students; oversaw 
$150 million in capital projects; and made key staff and programmatic investments 
in extracurriculars, mental health programs and other areas to better support 
students. 

Dr. Bennett has also been the dean of students at Winthrop University in Rock 
Hill, South Carolina, and associate dean of student life at Middle Tennessee State 
University. 

Chancellor Bennett values community leadership and service. He has served 
on numerous boards, including the Mississippi Aquarium, Northeast Georgia Girl 
Scouts of America, Catholic Health East (Philadelphia), and St. Mary’s Health Care 
System in Athens, Georgia. He is a member of Kappa Alpha Psi fraternity and Past 
Sire Archon for Sigma Pi Phi fraternity, The Boulé. 

Dr. Bennett earned a bachelor’s degree in mass communication, a master’s 
degree in educational administration, and an education specialist degree from 
Middle Tennessee State. He earned his Doctor of Education degree from Tennessee 
State University. 

He and his wife, Temple, are the parents of two adult daughters, Colby and 
Logan.

Scott M. Fuess Jr. is in his fourth 
year as Nebraska’s Faculty Athletics 
Representative, having started on 
July 1, 2020. 

As faculty athletics 
representative, Fuess serves 
as a liaison between the Office 
of the Chancellor and Athletic 
Department. He also serves on the 
Athletic Department’s Executive 
Staff. His areas of focus in the 
role include the welfare of student-athletes, NCAA and Big Ten Conference 
compliance, maintaining the positive relationship between athletics and faculty, 
developing and responding to NCAA legislative proposals and representing the 
university at related NCAA and Big Ten Conference meetings. 

The half-time position - which was restructured to an expected term of five 
years - reports directly to Nebraska President Ted Carter and consults with 
Director of Athletics Trev Alberts. He splits time between faculty representative 
duties and academic responsibilities. 

Fuess, the Steinhart Distinguished Professor of Business and former chair of 
the College of Business’ economics department, has worked at the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln since 1986. He serves on the Faculty Senate’s Intercollegiate 
Athletics Committee, having chaired the committee for 2018-19 and a sub- 
committee in 2017-18. He also has served on numerous Big Ten Conference 
committees, including the Sports Management Committee, the Compliance and 
Reinstatement Committee and the Legislative Review Committee. For 2022-23 
he served as Chair of the B1G Compliance and Reinstatement Committee. 

Fuess earned a bachelor’s degree from the University of Delaware, as well as 
master’s and doctoral degrees from Purdue University. His research interests 
are labor economics, the economics of collegiate sports, and the economy of 
Japan. He has earned numerous “Distinguished Teaching” awards. In 2016 he 
received the UNL College of Business “Distinguished Service” award.

Ted Carter became the eighth president of the University of Nebraska on 
Jan. 1, 2020, following a national search by the Board of Regents. 

As president, Carter leads a four-campus university system that enrolls 
nearly 52,000 students and employs 16,000 faculty and staff on campuses 
in Lincoln, Omaha and Kearney, plus academic divisions and research 
and extension centers across the state. He serves as chief spokesman 
and chief executive officer for the system, which operates on a $2.8 billion 
annual budget and includes a flagship Big Ten institution, a world-renowned 
academic health sciences center, Division | athletics programs, and 
preeminent institutes focused on water and agriculture, national security 
and defense, infectious disease and early childhood education. 

Carter brought with him a distinguished record in education, partnerships 
and military service, having come to Nebraska from the U.S. Naval Academy, 
his alma mater, where he served as superintendent. Under his leadership, 
the Naval Academy achieved a No. 1 national ranking and new records in 
student success and diversity. Carter previously was president of the U.S. 
Naval War College in Newport, R.I. A retired Vice Admiral with 38 years 
of service, Carter has logged more than 6,300 flying hours and holds the 
American record for carrier-arrested landings. 

In his first year at the University of Nebraska — faced with the unexpected 
and unprecedented challenges presented by COVID-19— Carter has led with 
a focus on the land-grant priorities of access and opportunity for students 
and families. He launched the Nebraska Promise, a financial aid program 
guaranteeing free tuition for low- and middle-income Nebraskans, and 
implemented a multi-year budget plan that included a two-year, across- 
the-board tuition freeze. The result was system-wide growth in enrollment, 
including record gains among underrepresented students. 

Carter oversaw the awarding of a $92 million federal contract for the 
university's National Strategic Research Institute, one of only 14 University- 
Affiliated Research Centers in the country conducting exclusive research 
for the Department of Defense. During Carter’s tenure, the NU system has 
been ranked among the world’s top 100 institutions for earning research 
patents, the Omaha campus was selected as the home for a new federal 
counterterrorism research center, the Institute of Agriculture and Natural 
Resources launched a new effort focused on rural vitality, and the medical 
center opened an education, training and preparedness facility that positions 
Nebraska as the world leader in the fight against infectious disease. 

Carter serves as the chair of the Daugherty Water for Food Global Institute’s 
Board of Directors. He is a board member for the Greater Omaha Chamber 
of Commerce, the Nebraska State Chamber of Commerce and Industry, the 
Naval Historical Foundation and the Naval Aviation Museum Foundation. 
Carter is also a member of the Aspen Institute’s Higher Education Working 
Group and the Association of Public and Land-Grant Universities’ Council 
of Presidents. He is an ex-officio member on the board of the University of 
Nebraska Foundation, the philanthropic partner of the university system 
that has a $1.7 billion endowment. 

Carter earned his bachelor’s degree in physics and oceanography from 
the U.S. Naval Academy, where he played hockey and served as team 
captain. He is a graduate of the Navy Fighter Weapons School (Top Gun) 
and holds educational credentials from the Navy Nuclear Power School, 
the U.S. Air Force Air War College, the Naval War College and the Armed 
Forces Staff College. Carter’s military career includes service for the Carrier 
Strike Group Twelve, in which he commanded 20 ships, two nuclear-powered 
aircraft carriers, and two carrier wings that were deployed to Afghanistan 
and the Arabian Gulf. 

The son of an English teacher, Carter was raised in the rural, one-high 
school town of Burrillville, R.l. He and his wife, Lynda, live in Lincoln and 
have two adult children, Brittany and Christopher.

Marissa Popoola played in 20 games for a total of 488 minutes in 2022. She 
recorded four shots and two shots on goal. 


Popoola played in 15 games in 2021 and started two. She recorded one 
assist on the year in the matchup against Loyola Chicago on Sept. 5, as 
she shot a pass to Eleanor Dale who scored the game-winning goal in the 
fifth minute. Popoola saw action in eight Big Ten matches, including each of 
the final three contests of the season. 


Popoola played and started in all 10 games, amassing 841 minutes on 
the field for the Huskers.

Sami Hauk started all 20 games and played every minute during her second 
season at Nebraska. Hauk collected 77 saves and recorded five complete- 
game shutouts. She allowed 33 goals on the season to help NU to an 8-7-5 
record overall. Her season high of 13 saves came on Oct. 20 to help the 
team upset No. 24 Penn State at home. Hauk also had a pair of four-save 
efforts in Big Ten play.

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Thirteen Huskers have earned 19 All-America awards 
from the United Soccer Coaches (formerly the NSCAA) in 
the past 27 seasons. 

Jaycie Johnson became Nebraska’s most recent All- 
American, making the third team in 2016. She led the team 
in goals scored (11), points (24) and game-winning goals (6) 
during the 2016 campaign. 

Midfielder Kari Uppinghouse was Nebraska's first 
first-team All-American in 1996. Uppinghouse provided a 
dominant physical presence in the midfield while leading 
the Huskers to their first NCAA Tournament and a 23-game 
winning streak as a junior in 1996. Two other Huskers, 
Lindsay Eddleman — who became Nebraska's first freshman 
to earn All-America honors — and goalkeeper Rebecca 
Hornbacher, joined Uppinghouse as All-Americans in 1996. 

In 1998, three Huskers earned All-America honors, 
including Sharolta Nonen, who became the first Nebraska 
player to become a two-time All-American. Isabelle Morneau 
and Kim Engesser also added the first honors of their 
careers. 

In 1999, Morneau claimed her second straight second- 
team award, while Nonen became the first Husker to be a 
three-time All-American. 

Jenny Benson earned first-team All-America honors as a 
senior defender in 2000, after moving from the midfield in the 
spring. Midfielder Meghan Anderson also earned first-team 
honors, while forward Christine Latham, the Big 12 Player

A three-time Big 12 Player of the Year, Timko 
finished the 2004 season with 15 goals, 13 assists and 43 
points. In 2005, Timko set a Big 12-record with 21 assists 
and added 11 goals for a total of 43 points for the second 
consecutive season. 

In 2010, Morgan Marlborough earned second-team 
honors after an 18-goal, 12-assist campaign. The two-time 
Big 12 Offensive Player of the Year ranked second nationally 
with 48 points. 

In 2013, Ari Romero earned second-team accolades 
as she led the back line to eight shutouts while powering 
Nebraska to Big Ten regular-season and tournament titles.

Beginning in 1991, the best women's soccer players in the world have battled for the Women's World Cup 
every four years in front of hundreds of thousands of soccer fans in stadiums across the globe. 

Husker Head Coach John Walker made his debut with the Canadian World Cup team as an assistant coach 
in 1999. He was joined on that team by five of his former NU athletes. 

In 2003, seven former and future Huskers made the 20-player roster. The Husker-heavy squad played to the 
semifinal match, where it was defeated by Sweden, putting it up against the United States in the consolation 
finals where it lost 3-1. Four Huskers earned roster spots in 2007, while Karina LeBlanc and Brittany Timko 
returned to the squad in 2011. LeBlanc made her final appearance on the grand stage at the 2015 World Cup 
in Canada before announcing her retirement. Joining her on the 2015 Canadian squad for the first time was 
Selenia lacchelli, a national team member since 2013. LeBlanc served as an analyst for Fox Sports during 
the 2019 Women’s World Cup. 

In addition to the rich Husker history rooted in Canadian soil, former defender Ari Romero earned her place 
on Mexico’s World Cup roster for 2015, becoming the first Husker to represent a country other than Canada. 
In all, 11 former Huskers have played on women’s soccer’s grandest stage in the Women’s World Cup. 


2015 Women’s World Cup 


Former Huskers Karina LeBlanc and Selenia lacchelli saw action on the pitch as Canada played in the 
Group A squad with the Republic of China, New Zealand and the Netherlands. The 2015 World Cup marked 
LeBlanc’s fifth consecutive appearance as a part of the Canadian National Team, while lacchelli made strides 
in her first World Cup showing. Ari Romero played as a key member of the Mexican National Team's defense, 
leading Mexico in games against France, England and Colombia in the Group F division. In addition to the 
former Husker players, ex-Husker star Christine Latham returned to the games as a color analyst for Fox 
Sports Canada. 


2011 Women’s World Cup 


Brittany Timko and Karina LeBlanc returned to the 2011 World Cup as part of Canada’s National Team. 
The Canadians were put in Group A with France, Nigeria and host-team, Germany. Canada opened with a 
2-1 loss to Germany and was then shut out by France, 4-0. The team’s final match with Nigeria was scoreless 
until the 73rd minute when Perpetua Nkwocha scored the only goal of the game to give Nigeria a 1-0 win. 


2007 Women's World Cup 


Four former NU greats made repeat appearances on the 2007 Canadian National Team. Tanya Dennis 
saw the most game action, as she appeared in three matches, while Brittany Timko and Amy Walsh each 
played in one game. Karina LeBlanc rounded out the Huskers to make the squad. Canada failed to advance 
past pool play, losing 2-1 to Norway to open the World Cup, before rebounding with a 4-0 win over Ghana. 
Canada scored just 37 seconds into its third match, but Australia rebounded to tie the game at two. The tie 
provided Australia the one point it needed to advance into the quarterfinals and edge out Canada.

Nonen and Isabelle Morneau, and All-America goalkeeper Karina LeBlanc. All-American Breanna Boyd made 
the original roster, but did not compete because of an injury.
